The new building would be situ- 
ated on 20 acres of land now owned 
by the district at the* northwest 
corner of the intersection of Deep 
liake Rd. and Milburn — Loon Lake 
Rd. where the one-room Oakland 
school is situated and is in use for 
an overflow class.

Floods Active Spec. 
Company Plant Wed. 

-A broken overhead water main, 
a part of the heating system, caused 
flooding of Active Specialty Co. 
plant Wednesday night, causing ex- 
tensive damage to stock and fin- 
ished merchandise manufactured by 
the company. 

It was thought that the water 
Tailed to' keep pressure within the 
system to the normal thirty pounds 
per square inch and allowed the 
full pressure of the Antioch water 
plant to enter the heating system. 
Since the plant is located on Broad- 
way between Lake and Orchard 
streets, directly opposite the water 
tower, the city pressure is higher 
there than at any other point in 
the village. 

The damage was discovered this 
(Thursday) morning and a crew of 
workmen is on the job making re- 
pairs. A part of the manufactur- 
ing operation was closed down to- 
day, but it is believed that the plant 
will be back in full operation to- 
morrow.

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WHERE LABOR AND INDUSTRY AGREE 

Industry and organized labor seem to take an 
attitude im» common- toward the federal income tax 
as now constituted— 4ihey botih. regard it as discrim- 
inatory and tuifair. 

Speakers at the recent National Tax Association 
Convention included' a tax attonrtey giving the view- 
points of the National Association of Manufacturers 
ar\d. the chief researcher of the AFL-CTO. Both at- 
tacked the income tax in forthright terms. As was 
to be expected, their particular criticisms varied ma- 
terially in mature. However, Tthe Wall Street Journal 
reports, "Despite their divergent approach to the ques- 
tion, both speakers ound common ground in their 
concern over the middle income taxpayer." 

There is every reason for this concennl We have 
long since passed rtttie fpoint wlhere the income tax 
iwas of real importance only to the well-to-do. Now 
the surtaxes start at so low an income level, and 
progress so swiftly, that the people of moderate means 
as well as large fifrtd it virtually confiscatory. The 
lower-income groups are fiiit hard too. The minimum 
tax, on only $2,000 of taxable income is 20 per -cent 
and the surtax starts immediately thereafter. 

It is widely said .that the present world crisis 
will lead to even greater military spending by this 
country, amid (has destroyed whatever chance there 
was for income tax reductions in 1957. That may very 
well be true. But we also need, just as we need ulti- 
mate tax reduction," an overhaul of the whole chaotic 
tax system with its overlappings and other inequalli- 
ties. The country would be well served <by a united 
drive by labor and Industry — whatever their differ- 
ences over detail— 4o accomplish this.

THE ATOM AND SAFETY 

Fears have bean expressed that nuclear reactors, 
making possible the commerical production of elec- 
tricity from, the atom, may be excessively daimgerous 
—that there are so many unanswered problems with 
which the scientists are still grappling that terrible 
explosions and other disasters might occur. 

That has been discussed by the president of the 
Detroit Edison Company — one of the matn|y utility 
companies now deeply engaged in peacetime atomic 
power development. 

' { He told of the elaborate precautions that are be- 
ing taken to make reactors safe. He pointed out that 
the insurance industry has agreed to undertake public 
liability insurance up to $60 million for any atomic 
facility licensed, by the Atomic Energy Commission- 
Then he said: "The safety record in atomic establish- 
ments in the United States is extremely good. This 
is because the hazards which are intvolved are well 
understood, and appropriate operating procedures to 
prevent accidents have been carefully established 
and rigidly observed. We must move forward boldly 
to make the progress that is expected and required 
in the development of peaceful uses for the atom, but 
we will not do so at the expense of safety." 

The AEC would mtever license, and enterprise 
would never build am unsafe plant. The fears should 
be laid to rest.

NEW YORK — Iowa and New 
Hampshire have the highest pro- 
portion of elders in their popula- 
tion. In both' states, 11 per cent of 
the total population — about one 
person in nine — Is 65 or older. 

New Mexico" and Arkona' have 
the lowest proportion* In' the. 65 or 
older bracket— New Mexico with 
5.3 per cent, and Arizona with 5.8 
per cent. 

The proportion of 65 or older 
for the United States, as a whole, 
is 8.6 per cent, or about one in 
twelve of the entire population. In 

1000 only 4.1 per cent of all Amer-.

Science Doesn't Know 
All About Myopia 

CHICAGO— There are some ques- 
tiohs about myopia, or nearsighted- 
ness, wh i c h scientists are still 
unable to answer with certainty. 
But this visual error has been 
broken down into three- broad va- 
rieties — the . "ordinary" type, the 
^progressive" ''type,; and the type 
which begins with middle age. 

Ordinary nearsightedness attacks 
eyes that are otherwise normal, 
most often appearing in youngsters 
who are.fpnd-of reading, .when they. 
are" between the ages ofeight and 
16. It's apt to advance during the 
growth period and to stabilize when 
adulthood. is reached. 

:.P r,o g r e s s ive, myopia always 
strikes sickly children, regardless 
of whether or not they .like to read. 
It advances quickly and reaches a 
very high degree. Fortunately few 
people suffer, from it,*, for it is ac- 
companied, by destructive' p r o c- 
esses and may lead to, blindness.

Tax Facts 



Both personal and real property 
taxes are subject to protest by any 
itaxpayer who (has legitimate cause 
for complaint. 

Property taxes may be illegal be- 
cause of an invalid tax rate; in the 
case of personal, property taxes, the 
iaxpayer may pay the entire amount 
under protest and accompany his 
payment witih two copies of a writ- 
ten protest. The collector must re- 
ceipt one copy of this protest and 
return it to the taxpayer; the other 
copy is retained for his file. Then 
the taxpayer must sue in county 
court within one year from the date 
of payment to recover the illegal 
portion of '/the. tax, or he waives 
his right of recovery. 

The statue relating to protesting 
real property taxes is applicable not 
only to illegal tax rates, but also 
to illegal assessments. First, the tax- 
payer must pay at least 75% of his 
real property tax under protest, and 
file a notice of protest. Next, he 
must appear imi county court in the 
next proceeding brought by the col- 
lector for judgement and order of 
sale of delinquent real property. 
There, (he must specifically object 
to the taxes paid under protest; 
otherwise, he waives his objections. 

In real property tax protests the 
taxpayer states in general terms 
in the notice of protest his basis 
for objecting. He files duplicate 
copies of this notice with the col- 
lector. The collector stamps both 
copies to show the date of payment, 
keeps one copy for his files, and 
returns the other copy to the ob- 
jector. 

However, the written objections 
filed in the county court must be 
specific. Furthermore," they must be 
supported by the collector^ receipt 
showing that at least 75% of all 
taxes, to which objection is made, 
have been paid under protest To 
meet this requirement, the objector 
normally attaches to his written; 
objections his tax receipt amid his 
copy of the notice of protest The 
hurden is upon the taxpayer - to 
prove that payment was made under 
protest or .the court will not grant 
him any relief... 

Frequent grounds for protest are: 
appropriations _or levies are not 
properly itemized; amounts levied 
are in excess of requirements; levies 
for loss and cost of collections are 
excessive; rate extended by the 
County Clerk is wrongly computed 
or higher than maximum limits; 
levies were enacted at times other 
than prescribed by statue; valuation 
of taxpayer's property was exces- 
eive; and levy was extended with- 
out filing a proper certificate of levy.

Cents Per Pound 




Uncle Sam's Christmas present to 
turkey lovers — higher prices. Tur- 
key advanced over last monUh by 
a typical 2 cents per pound in the 
Chicago area, • but still rates as a 
holiday poultry value at a cost be- 
low last year. 

Governmenit purchases begun be- 
fore Thanksgiving had been slow to 
affect the market because of ab- 
normally large numbers . of birds 
produced. Record flocks on hand 
still serve to put the brakes on 
price, advances, 1 but results in a 
generally confused market pattern. 

Some outlets are pegging the 39 
cent to 49 cent Thanksgiving turkey 
to a range of 43 cent to 49 cent 
for Christmas. Stuffed turkeys quote 
59 cents. More stores &ie adopting 
a uniform price structure for birds 
regardless of size, which makes 
large Toms the value buy cert the 
•basis of amount of actual meat per 
pound of purchase. 

These turkey facts remain con- 
stant: There is no real difference 
in quality (taste or tenderness) of 
meat, between large and small birds, 
or hews and Tom .turkeys. Large 

f|oms provide more meat than large 
ens. About one-half the total 
weight of turkey is meat. 

The:., University of Illinois con- 
sumer service survey of wholesale- 
retail market activity for the week 
ending Dec. 22 shows additionally 
that: Other poultry meats remain 
unchanged. Top red meat values are 
tfounld in beef and lamb, particu- 
larly for forequarter cuts. Pork is 
little changed, expecpt ham is (high- 
er in most stores. Eggs continue to 
drop in price. Promotion of canned 
fruit, vegetables and coffee continue 
as an inventory reducing measure, \ 
since many buyers expect lower, 
prices in January. Fresh produce":

rflhe outlook today of a person 
*nfferig from apoplexy, commonly 
Sued "stroke," is Brighter than ever 
iWore. Unless the stroke is very 
^ vere causing extensive brain 
damage, today's victim can be re- 
habilitated to a self-sustaining state, 
independent of constant care, ac- 
Lrd\ne to the Educational Commit- 
Z?ot the Illinois Medical Society 
in HEALTH TAUC 

/Medically a stroke is a cerebral 
vascular accident. A blood vessel 
ruptures, producing a cerebral hem- 
orrhage. The most common under- 
lying cause is arteriosclerosis, or 
hardening of the arteries within the 
6 kull This causes a narrowinfg and 
weakening of the blood vessel. Ifj 
the narrowing is too marked, then 
blood flow is slowed down, result- 
ing jn inadequate"' nourishment "to 
the braini. Then - again the blood 
supply might be completely cut off 
by the formation of a thrombus or 
clot inside the vessel. 

Strokes vary. They may be severe, 
resulting fatally, or they may be 
severe to the degree that the patient 
is unable to move and talk. The 
patient is helpless in that he cannot 
care for himself; he cannot speak 
because the communicating centers 
of the brain (have* been temporarily 
disconnected. For the latter patient, 
the outlook is more promising today, 
for with care and understanding he 
can be helped to normalcy an)d in- 
dependence. 

Strokes occur most often in per- 
sons beyond the age of fifty, al- 
though they can occur in a younger 
age group. But more advanced tech- 
niques are now available to help 
the person who incurs a stroke. 
Rehabilitation of the Stroke Victim 
Laboratory tests of the spinal fluid 
reveal information of .great impor- 
tance for. diagnosis, as does the 
x-ray film, called angiogram or ar- 
teriogram, which certain material 
has been injected inito .the head 
through the neck artery. 

Once the medical aid has been 
accomplished, the road back to in- 
dependence must come from the 
patient's family. There must be un- 
derstanding because of the personi- 
ality changes so often encountered 
in a person suffering from a .stroke. 
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A happy disposition is apt to be- 
come querulous. A neat person may 
become umrtidy and slovenly. In fact 
all characteristics are apt -to undergo 
opposite transition. . 

Once over the "medical hill" as 
it were, and muscular function is 
gradually being restored, the patient 
should be encouraged to do things, 
even to parimg vegetables when sit- 
ting in bed or on a chair; moving 
about slowly with the aid of a cane; 
talking even through the sounds are 
emitted much like gibberish. As 
more muscle function and coordin- 
ation «are restored, greater progress 

will be made in rehabilitation. 

At first massage will help to main- 
tain muscle tone, but later the pa- 
tient should be encouraged to ex- 
ercise the arms and the legs, even 
though, lying in 'bed. Moving the 



fingers and toes, for example, while 
limited, will help to stimulate cir- 
culation. 

Patience and understanding will 
do much to help the stroke victim 
back oni the road to sell-sufficiency. 
Many tames your own back will 



ache from the many demands; your 
own disposition will be shattered 
by fatigue and impatience, but these 
will be temporary upsets. A sincere 
understanding of the patient's help- 
lessness will do much to calm the 
toubled atmosphere.

Milk Price One Cent 
Lower Than November 
For Antioch Dairymen 



Dairy farmers who shipped milk 
to the Chicago' market during Nov. 
will be paid $3.86 per. hundred 
pounds for Grade A milk testing 
3.5 per cent butterfat and delivered 
to pool plants in the 70-mile zone. 
Harry L. Edwards, Director of sales, 
Pure Milk Assn., made this an- 
nouncement based on price infor T 
mation released by the Milk Market 
Administrator's Office' in Chicago. 

This price is one cent below the 
$3,87 paid last month and for Nov., 
1955. It pays the farmer about eight 
vttd .one-third cents per quart before 
deductions are made. 

Chief reason for the one cent de- 
crease from - October, according to 
Edwards, is a somewhat lower total 
percentage used for Class I and H, 
This was only partially offset by 
a four-cent, per hundred increase in 
the condensery pay price. This price 
is currently used as a basis for fig- 
uring the fluid milk price. 

Total, production for Nov. was 
367,232,743 pounds, some 39.9 mil- 
lion pounds, or 12.21 per cent above 
November, 1955.

Make Your Home A Safer Place 



Among America's 17,000,000 children under six, according to y 
national statistics, accidents cause. more deaths than disease. Four 
out of five ol-these accidents occur in the home. And the pity of 
it is that most of these accidents o; 
could be prevented by a little more 
care and forethought on the part 
of parents. 

One of the major causes of acci- 
dents among children is curiosity 
—the desire to explore abandoned . 
furniture and refrigerators in cel- 
lars, garages and local dumps. 
Cabinet doors swollen with age 
and dampness .often stick and 
doors 'on abandoned refrigerators, 
too heavy to push outward, can 
suffocate youngsters shut behind 
them. You can help prevent such 
accidents by removing the hinges 
and punching holes in such equip- 
ment before you store them or 
toss them out. 

During the past ten years alone, 
over 110 children are known to 
have died because of mechanical 
suffocation.

Teach your 
children the proper use of com- 
mon tools and equipment; point 
out the dangers of sharp blades 
and unattended fires. { 

With such precautions, your 
home will be not only safer for 
the children, but easier on your 
nerves as well.

The Council points out that the 
holiday .season brings many fan 
hazards^-placing decorations, toys 
underfoot, boxes and wrappings laid 
"temporarily" cm) stairs, slippery 
walks outside. 

Another danger of the holiday 
season is fire, 

"The Christmas tree, filled with 
natural pitch and resin, is one of 
the most : combustible objects 
known," the Council says, "and it 
cam burn so .quickly it is almost 
impossible to extinguish the flames 
by : ordinary methods. In case of 
fire, call -the fire department im- 
mediately." ^ 

To help prevent Christmas tree 
fires, the Council offers eight sim- 
ple precautions: 

1. Buy a fresh tree. Be wary of 
trees, sold., .as "fireproof." And don't 
attempt to . flameproof Christmas 
trees with- chemical solutions. 

2. Keep your tree .inl a cold place 
until ready to use it. Before set- 
ting up the tree, saw' off diagonally 
at j least an inch of trunk and place 
base in water-Kiontaining holder. 
Keep water . resefvior filled. 

3. Locate tree well away from fire- 
place*,, radiators, television! sets, 
powerful electric lights and other 
sources of heat. 

4. Use only electric lights, and be 
sure they,, bear the Underwriter's 
Laboratories label. Check wires for 
defects and loose sockets before 
putting onl tree. 

5. Too many, light circuits on one 
outlet may., overload house wiring 
and blow a fuse. Reduce the load 
if this happens, or connect part to 
another , circuit outlet, Never in- 
crease size of fuse, or substitute a 
pennry for a blown fuse. 

6. Be sure ends of metallic icicles 
or other decorations do not dangle 
into light sockets where they can 
cause a short circuit and flash fire. 

7. Do not operate electric trains or 
other electrical toys, which may 
spark, under tree. 

8. Take tree down wheni needles 
start to fall. "Dispose of old trees 
in- ■ fire-safe areas outdoors— never 
in- furnaces, stoves or fireplaces, 
because they burn with almost ex- 
plosive . violence.

Highway hypauosis is the cause 
of an increasing number of accidents 
on supei'highways, warns Chas. M. 
Hayes president - of the Chicago 
Motor" Club. 

"The best way to avoid drowsing 
at. the wheel is -to stop for a rest 
after the first hour of driving," said 
Hayes. "Most" highway accidents oc- 
cur during the first three hours of 
a trip. This clearly indicates the 
need for motorists' to take an oc- 
casional ibreak to alleviate the mon- 
otony that causes a driver to fall 
asleep at the wheel." 
, Here , are some hints from the 
Motor Club -for avoiding .highway 
hypnosis': 

Never eat a big, meal or drink 
alcoholic beverages before or during 
a long trip. 

Stop every hour, whether you feel 
drowsy or. not If possible, take a 
break for coffee, tea or a soft drink. 
• Don't- focus your eyes steadily in 
one position.
